The question of recreational and 
playground work in the public sum- 
mer schools this year, which has 
been discussed for several weeks, 
was settled at a special meeting of 
the Board of Education yesterday 
afternoon, which adopted a recom- 
mendation of the Committee on In- 
struction, appropriating $165,000 for 
summer school work, $15,000 of 


which is for the school playgrounds. 

This appropriation is $48,000 less 
than that of last summer. The dif- 
ference is in the recreational fund. 
The Superintendent’s estimate of the 


from the playground instruction, was 
$150,000, the same as last year, and 
this was granted. However, a year 
ago $63,000 was appropriated for 
recreational and manual training 
work, making the budget for 1922 
summer schools $213,000. 


To Open Playgrounds’ All Day. 

Despite this decrease in the funds 
available, Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Maddox said after the meeting 
that he plans to open as many play- 
grounds as last year—there were 29 
offering recreational work then— 
and that the schoot yards will be 
open all day instead of in the morn- 
ings only, as was the case last year. 

The vote was not unanimously in

Says Capital Is Needed. 

Palavicini said at the-outset, «s 
most travelers from Mexico do. that 
the great need of his country is capi- 
tal, preferably American capital. In- 
flux of investment money is 
delayed by refusal ef the United 
States Government to recognize Mex- 
icoy he believes. This refusal, Sec- 
retary Hughes has frequently stated, 
is based upon the desire of the State 
Department to exact from the Mexi- 
can Government certain guarantecs 
as to protettion of the life and prop- 
erty of American citizens. 

‘tT donot believe your Govern- 
ment’s attitude is just,” Palavicini 
declared “It is asking Mexico to 
compromise herself in advance. The 
guarantees asked have always been 
tacitly recognized by the Mexican 
Government. Our quarrel is with 
the form of international contract 
demanded.” 

Confiscation Question. 

Confiscation, it appears, has been 
the subject of greatest dissension e- 
tween the two governments, and it is 
upon the definition of policy in this 
matter by Mexico that recognition 
largely depends. 

As Palavicini and others of his 
| echoot see it, the political and ecwv-

This writ— 
in America it might be called an in- 
junction—holds both parties to the 
dispute in check until a careful in- 
vestigation can be made. In crinii- 
nal cases it is like your writ of ha- 
beas corpus, only I think it is more 
direct and absolute in action.” 

The Mexican Government has an- 
other conception of political philoso- 
phy, much questioned in America, 
which Palavicini took occasion to de- 
fend. This is the old Spanish ruling, 
“All underground belongs to the 
|'King.”” Mexico has never gone as 
'far as confiscating all American min- 
‘ing and oil properties, but it has de- 
|clared its right to tax them. 
| He said he has faith in the Obre- 
| gon Government and that both press 
and public believe the election a year 
ifrom September will be peaceful and 
legal. Most of me revolutionary 
Generals are running chicle planta- 
tions or are otherwise innocently en- 
gaged. 

As an official délegate, Palavicini 
has brought letters of invitation from 
President Obregon and the Mayor of 
Mexico City. asking the Rotary In-

Taft not only holds the record for 
the longest single trip but no Presi- 
dent has ever traveled as much ip

| as chief executive Taft, it is estimat- 
ed, traveled 114,550 miles. Roosevelt 
made one 116-day trip.of about 14,-

Hughes Declares Nation Could 
Submit Disputes to It Better 
Than to Any Other Tribunal.

HANOVER, N. H., June 19.—The 


‘Permanent-Court of International 
Justice constitutes a tribunal 
‘standards that conform to our high- 
est courts,” Secretary Hughes said 
here today, speaking at the alumni 
gathering in connection with com 
mencement exercises at 
College. 

“I make bold to say,”’ Hughes said, 
“that the United States could today 
with greater satisfaction submit dis- 
putes o which it is a party to this 
court than to any arbitral tribunal 
it would be possible to set up.”’ 

Hughes applauded “the increasing 
interest in foreign peoples and our 
relations with them,’’ now evident in 
the Wnited States, but said ‘that if 
this interest were not to serve 
‘*merely to promote the constant en- 
deavors of propagandists or of racial 
groups, it must have its support in a 
carefull study of -history,” and the 
understanding of other nations and 
Spor conditions which the colleges 
should provide.

HOME-MAKING HELPS 


“Everything About the House Helps to Make the Home” 


ALL POCKETS are rightly 
popular, and there are end- 
less uses for them. 


For the closet door there are the 
long, narrow shoe pockets, which 
‘hold all manner of shoes, keeping 
‘them free from dust. 

An umbrella pocket usually 
shares door space with the shoe 


bag and will hold two or three um- 
brellas in its sheathlike, slender 
pockets. 


Then there is the “rubber’’ bee 
which has pockets for three or four 
pairs of rubbers and a long, flat 
pocket for a folded raincoat. This 
convenience usually is to be found 
in back halls or bathroom closets. 

In the housemaid’s wall pocket, 
her neatly washed and folded cha- 
mois dust rags and other household 
cloths, including small, soft brushes 
and dry cleaning sponges, may be 
stored away. This pocket is usu- 
ally attached to the back of the 
cleaning closet door. 

In the dining room, on the closet 
door, there are the knife pockets. 
These are made of cotton flannel. 
The compartments are stitched to 
hold a dozen knives each, with long, 
deep inclosures for the carvers. 
These pockets are fastened to the 
door by little brass rings sewed on 
the edge. 

On the nursery closet door are 
special pockets which hold flat, lin- 
en-covered picture books, paper 
dolls and all the flat toys in their 
bulging pockets. 

In the sewing room there are 
wonderful work pockets—wide and 
deep. They are tacked on the edge 
of the sewing table and into them 
work may be thrust in an unfin- 
ished state. Then thefe is a rag 
pocket, where big rags may be put 
that are to be kept for patches or 
other uses. Also, there is the 
screen with pockets on it for darn- 
ing and mending supplies and 
work. 

In the library we find wall pock- 
ets of linen or leather. These are 
fastened under,window sills or in 
odd corners, to Blip etchings or 
drawings into. Library pockets are 
sometimes very beautifully finished 
in burnt work with fringed leather 
or made of heavy linen, appropri- 
ately embroidered.
